SUMMARY OF THE REASONS FOR DECISION: 

The DVD entitled Drug Rape: Hunting For The Bizarre, also known as Opticai disk 
Asian titie - disk reference number DK3062 is classified as: 

Objectionable. 

The publication has been deemed objectionable because it promotes and supports the 
use of violence or coercion to compel any person to submit to sexual conduct. 

The publication depicts females being drugged with chloroform and then sexually 
assaulted while unconscious. The material is clearly intended to be sexually arousing 
and upholds the notion that it is acceptable for men to use means such as stupefying 
females with drugs in order to enable them to engage in non-consensual sexual 
activity. Further, by presenting this behaviour as sexually arousing, it is implied that 
sexual violation and rape are appropriate and legitimate stimuli for male fantasy and 
sexual stimulation. 

The Classification Office has considered the effects of the New Zealand Bill of Rights 
Act 1990 on the application of the classification criteria. The classification of this 
publication interferes with the freedom of expression, but this is an outcome that is 
consistent with Parliament's intention that publications falling under s3(2) of the Films, 
Videos, and Publications Classification Act 1993 are deemed to be objectionable. The 
classification is also a reasonable limitation on the freedom of expression that reflects 
the concern of "a free and democratic society" to limit the availability of publications 
that promote or support the exploitation of young persons for sexual purposes, and of 
those that promote or support the use of violence or coercion to compel any person to 
submit to sexual conduct. 
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
